Federal Reserve Board Regards 
Settlement of Cuntroversy as 
Eliminating Uncertainty. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Ab- 
sorption of substantial blocks of Ger- 
man reparation bonds in the Amer- 
ican financial markets is ‘“unavoid- 
able,”” the Federal Reserve Board 
said today in a formal discussion of 
the reparations settlement. 

Termination of the reparations 
controversy, however, was viewed by 
the board as an econw nic triumph 
opening up a promising outlcok for 
future European adjustment with a 
a special bearing upon the position 
of the United States. 

“This is found,’ the board said, 
“in the fact that the adjustment un- 
questionably eliminates the most se- 
rious element of uncertainty that has 
affected international trade since the 
war. So long as there was hesita- 
tion regarding the final adjustment, 
trade between Germany and ll 
other nations, including the United 
States, was necessarily more or’ less 
interrupted. 

“Not only was this true, but the 
considerable investment of American 
capital in German enterprisgs which 
had begun about a year x could 
not safely be continued and was nec-

DIES IN WASHINGTON 


IHlinoisan ‘Succumbs to Heart 
Attack at 71; Formerly Was | 
U. S. Senator. |

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Repre- | 
sentative William Ernest Mason of | 
Illinois died here early today from | 
heart trouble. 

Althqaugh Representative Mason 
had been suffering from a heart at- 
tack ‘for several days, his condition 
yesterday was reported as showing 
improvement and death came unex- 
pectedly after a sudden relapse. Thu! 


Illinois Representative was 71 years 
old and formerly was a member of 
the Senate. 

From school teacher in a small 
Iowa town Mason became Repre- 
sentative and Senator in -both the 
State Legislature of Illinois and the 
National Congress. 

He was born in Franklinville, Cat- 
taraugus County, N. Y., July 7, 1850. 
When he was 8 years old he moved| 
with his parents to Bentensport | 
Ia., where he received his prelimi- 
nary education at the Bentonsport 
Academy. 

When only 16 years old he began 
his career as a school teacher, teach- 
ing on Bentonsport during the years 
1866 to 1868.. He then went to Des 
Moines, Ia., where he taught two 
years. 

At this time he began 
law. Moving to Chicago, 
mitted to the bar in 1872. He en- 
tered the practice of law, being

BIOLOGICAL RESEARCH. 
From the Literary Digest. 
HE illustrated London News, describing par- 
ticularly the experimental work of Julian 


Huxley at Oxford, that its chemical principle, 
thyroxin, which has now been produced artificial- 
ly by chemists, possesses a remarkable power of 
hastening the chemica! activities of the organism. 
In animals that have a larval stage, for instance, 
its hurries the transformation into the final, oF 
permanent, form; it can turn even the tiniest tad- 
pole into a frog at once. The writer notes that 
hitherto physicians have contented themselves 
with restoring a man’s thyroid activity, when 
either excessive or deficient though disease, to its 
proper or normal! level. They know that the thy- 
roid does something, and that if it is ab 
disease appears. But they have not yet tried te 
penetrate the real secret and to apply it to prac 
tical ends. “Other workers, however, have 
deepening our knowledge,” says the Illustrated 
London News, “and showing that substances pre- 
duced by the thyroid have an effect upon the most 
fundamental properties of life; but we still 40 
not know how to apply it to contro! the phenom- 
lena of growth and vital activity, and perhaps 
sex and old age. We can, however, see the dire 
tion in which future researches must lie. The ne¥ 
knowledge has come, as is usually the case, from 
researches in pure science, carried on without @® 
eye on the possibility of practical application. In 
America it has been found that even the lowest 
forms of life—animals consisting of but a single 
cell, without nerves or brain, eyes or ears, heart 
or stomach—may respond to thyroid treatment. 
One of these, Paramecium, which reproduces 
asexually, by dividing into two equal halves when 
it has reached a certain size, has its division rate 
increased by 50 per cent when dosed with thyroid. 
That ts to say, if two solitary Paramecta are ie> 
lated in ordinary surroundings, one with, the oth. 
er without, thyroid, by the time the ordinary one 
‘has produced 256 offspring, the stimulated one 
will have produced 4096. Gudernatsch, a Ger- 
man, had meanwhile discovered that feeding frog- 
tadpoles on thyroid caused them to turn {nto frogs 
long before their proper time, and his work wae 
taken up and extended by Swinglee tn Americs-

Government Institution May Be

“Our position concerning the hos- 
pital is this: We do not want to 
leave one stone unturned in our ef- 
forts té6 secure for St. Louls thle 
important institution. Just now, the 
site that is being offered ia 180 acres 
at the southeast corner of the mill- 
tary reservation, Jefferson Barracks, 
This carries with it the possibility of 
acquiring an adjoining 25 acres and 
the use of 150 acres or more belong=« 
ing to the Barracks. This last named 
piece of ground would be avaliable 
the year around except, perhaps, 
when the Barracks would use it for 
military maneuvers. Whether th

S a buyer of the product manufactured by this com- 

pany, we wish to place before you a few facts in 
connection with the labor situation in the printing 
industry generally and in our organization in particular. 


Until May ist of this year the printing trade generally had been oper- 
ating on a forty-eight hour work week (eight hours per day, six days a 
week). Upon a positively erroneous statement of a promise of a forty-four 
hour work week, the Union officials representing the employes in our in- 
dustry, called a national strike for the reason that a large majority of the 
employing printers refused to recognize this uneconomical and unreason- 
able demand.

: directors of our company declared for the open shop. At this writing, June 
15th, we have 51 per cent of our normal operating force working under this 
afrangement, practically all of whom are new employes. 


Immediately following our decision of May 7th. we established schools 
of instruction in every department under the supervision of competent in- 
structors and it is our intention to educate our own employes and estab- 
: _ lish a system of reward on a basis of individual merit. We feel certain 
that in a very short while the results will more than repay us and our 
clientele for any delays experienced during the time required for the re- 
construction of an entirely new organization. " 


After our thirty-five years of operatian with union employes exclusively we are 
firmly convinced that labor unions and their leaders have forgotten the high ideals that
